However California 
is not first, but second only to 
New York in per capita income. 

On the other side of the pic- 
ture is Arkansas with the lowest 
percentage of 3.1. Arkansas edu- 
cators, who have set about do- 
ing something to change things, 
link this educational picture with 
that of their per capita income— 
in 47th place among the 48 states. 
Arkansas’ problem has been lack 
of facilities to handle the high 
school graduates because it 
spends less on education than 
most of the other states.

V VE HAVE good news about our air control program: 


(1) Tests now confirm that the electrostatic pre- 
cipitator on No. 3 open hearth stack removes 95% 


of the smoke. 


(2) We are proceeding immediately with the in- 
stallation of a precipitator on No. 9 open hearth 
stack. This unit will be 50% larger than the first one 
and therefore should be even more efficient. It is 
scheduled to be in operation by December of this 


year, 


(3) The decision has now been made to purchase 
two additional precipitators for other open hearth 
stacks. Installation of these units will await experi- 
ence gained from the precipitator now being installed 
on No. 9 stack. .

PROPOSED LAW 


An act to add Article 5e to Chapter 6 
of Division 4 of the Military and Vet- 
erans Code, authorizing the creation 
of a debt or debts,-liability or liabili- 
ties, through the issuance and sale of 
state bonds, to create a fund to pro- 
vide farm and home aid for veterans 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the Veterans Farm and Home Pur- 
chase Act of 1943 and acts amenda- 
ory and supplemental thereto; defin- 
ing the powers and duties of said 
committee and of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs and other state offi- 
cers in respect to the administration 
of the provisions hereof; providing 
ways and means, exclusive of loans, 
for the payment of the interest of 
such debt or debts, liability or lia- 
bilities, as such interest falls dv 
and also for the payment and dis- 
charge of the principal of such debt 
or debts, liability or fiabilities, as 
such principal matures; and provid- 
ing for the submission of this act to a 
vote of the people at the general elec- 
tion to be held in the month of 
November, 1954. 


The people of the State of California do 
enact as follows: 
Section 1. Article 5e is added to 
Chapter 6 of Division 4 of the Military 
and Veterans Code, to read: 


Article 5e. Veterans Bond Act of 1954

996.26. For the purpose of creating 
a fund to provide farm and home aid for 
veterans in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Veterans Farm and Home 
Purchase Act of 1943 and of al! acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto, the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, created by Section 991, 
shall be and it hereby is authorized and 
empowered to create a debt or debts, 
liability or liabilities, of the State of 
California, in the manner and to the 
extent hereinafter provided, but not 
otherwise, nor in excess thereof.
